LEPROSY SAID TOBE ON THE INCRBASE

The Wesiern Executive Committee of the
Btate Board of Charities met in the Hotel
Duquesne yesterday sfternoon and eonsid-
esed mpplications for Btste aid from the
warious oharitable institutions in Western
Penperlvania

James B. Scott, Chairman of the commit-
tee, said that the list of those asking for aid
was practically the same as have applied
for the past 30 or 40 vears. He declined to
give any information or figures whatever
and said nothing will be made publio until
the report goes into the Legislature.

The BSecretary of the State Board of
Health, Benjamin Lee, M. D., has finished
his annual report, which will be preseated
to the Governor. Dr. Lee, in commenting
upon the adopting of the laboratory of
hygiene, which was established in February
by the University of Pennsylvania, for the
use of the State Board, said:

Now, to earry out in any adequate degree
the purposes of the law with regard to in-
vestigating the causes of disease and the
effects of foods, beverazes and medicines on
the health of the people, two things, among
others, are abmolutely essential: First, that
the board should have means and oppor-
tunities for making or procuring chemical
anaiyses; and, secondly, that it should have
means and opportunitiea for prosscuting
what are now known as bactericlogical ex-
aminations—the study of the germs of dis-
eare And it goes withont saving that where
the interests of the health and lives of
5,000,000 people are concerned these means
ana opportunities should be on a generous
soale and should conform to the most recent
developmenta of scientifice hygienie re-
search, both in this sountry and in Europe.
It doss not atall meet the intention and re-
quirem=nis of the statute that the Secretary
of the board should spend a few cents on
test-tubes and ehemicals, or press hisold
Dolland miseroscope, handed down from &
previous generation, into the service of the
Etnte.

A Wealth Dependent Upon Charity.

Nor is it fitting that this great Common-
woalth, with its millions of revenuoe, should
be depending, as it has done, on the charisy
of private cbemists, who have, in & spiric of
generons patriotism, placed their services
ut the disposal of the board in order to en-
able it, in some slight degres, to meet the
claims that are oonstantly and properly
made upon it for the analyses of suspected
waters and foods It is hoped, therefore,
that the trustees will see their way olear to
ellowing the board to refer applications of
this kind tothe laboratory for investiga-
tion, The board, for its part, should make
every effort to obtain from the Legislature
reasonabis s ppropriations for such purposes,
distinet from its genersl appropriation,
whieh will enable 1t to meet, at loast, the
cost of all work done for the State,

Furtber, Section §, of the act creating the
board, instructe it, “from time to time, so
encage suitable persons to render sanitary
pervice, or to make or superviss practical
and soientific investigations and exsmins-
tions requiring expert skill, and to prepare
plans and reports relative thersto.” Observe
the pbhrases: “suitable persons,” “expert
akill." Herstofore the board has been com-
pelled to call to its ald for these objects
gimply medical men, intelligant, educaterd,
gound practitionars, but without that
spocial training and eguipment whicn wonld
repder them “suitable persoms” in any
striot, technioal constrootion of the expres-
sion, or would furnish them with "expert
siilL”

Nead for Trained, Practical Banitarians,

Here, azain, the laboratory will prove the
right hand of the board, giving just that in.
struction which a sanitary inspeotor needs
to fit him tor his special work. And, on its
side, itahiould ne the purpose of the board
to pursne more persistently, even than it
has in the past, its purpnse of obtalning a
thorough sanitary organizdation of the State
under Isgisiative =anction and compulsion,
the result of which will be 10 oreate a con-
stantly inoreasing demand for just such
treined, practioal sanitarisns as this school
-i-'igndpn.lu. In this view of the case it
might be of wisdom for the trustees 10
place r certaln number of scholarships at
t! @ disposal of the board.

Finally, it is desirable that pubhol
shouid be givem to the important wor
which will be carried on in this institute,
whieh your Secretary risks nothing in say-
ing, after n carelul inspection, and after com-

arison with other similar laboratories, will
lu: in advance of any in this country and the

r of any abroad—it is hizhiy desimble
that this work should be frequently brousght
to the notice of the Logisluture, the medieal
profession and the public: and 1 therefore
suggest that its director be requestad to pre-
went s siated report quarterly, or at such
other Interval as may be deemed expedient,
to the State Board o Heaith of all investi-
gutions here prosecuted directly in the in.
terest of the public heaith, which report
shall form o portion of the annusl report of
the board to be tranamitted to the Gov-
«rnor.

Meny Cases of Contaglous Disease.

The report shows that during the year
there has been rather an unusnal prevy-
slence of preventable diseases. Smallpox
Las appeared at seversl points, but has been
caretully isolated, either by the State Board
or by loeal boards, and thus prevented from
becoming epidemie. Bearlet fever has been
unususlly prevalent, but of & mild type.
Diphtheria, however, has widely
spread snd extremely fatal, especially in

hiladelphia and Erie counties. It is safe
to say, the report says, comparing the mor-
tality returns of our cities with those of

previous vears, that this disesse has been
at least five times more prevalent than ever |
before. During the past few weeks in the |
city of Philadelphis it bas resched at least |
ren times its ave eath rate. 1i is evi. |
dent that the only way to deal with this
virulent eontagium is to adopt the same
rigid restrictions with regard to isolation,
disintection ard destroction of tormites that
we have long insisted on for repressign of
smallpex.

1u spesking of diphtherls at Erie and the
failure of the Board of Edueation to close
the schools on the first request from the State
Board of Health, Dr. Lee says:

The Department of Public Education being
a ulstinet branch of the State Governmens,

The State Should Be Assossed.

The board cannot too strongly urge npon
the Legisiature, therefore, the importanoe
of making permanent provision for future
emergencies by the establishment of an
emorgency board,of which the Chief Execu-
tive of the State should be the chairman.

The leper who has been domiciled at the
Delnware County Pesthonse at Lima for the
t two years has recently made sxcursions
nto the neighborhood whioh have caused
mueh anxiety to the inhabitants. Itis &
guestion whether this is a matter for inser-
ference on the part of the board of the local
courts or of the sheriff of the county.

Two new ouses of this disease huve been
discovered lurking in the eity of Philadel-
phia. One of these had Deen for months
aoting as cook in & small hotel kept by the
notorious Dr. Paine, of bogus diploma noto-
riety, who was promptly fined by the oity
Board of Health jor this eriminal infraction
of sanltary law. Both eases are now ocon.
fined in the Munieipal Hospital, on the
grounds of which a separate building is be-
ing erected for the permanent reoeption of
cages of this diseass.

She Is Pretty, 16, and the Daughter
of a Tally Cavey Farmer.

NEVER HAD NOR CARED FOR BEAUX

Starts for the Village Postoffics aud Fails
to Return.

A FURMEE HIRED MAN WHO MAY KNOW

The Hitle village of Tally Cavey is ex-
cited over the singular dissppearance of
Bertha Brown, the pretiy daughter of =
prominent farmer. Tally Cavey is a small
settlement in Hampton township, near
Wildwood, on the Pittsburg and Western
Railroad. She isnot yet 17 years old. Last
Satarday evening Bertha dressed to godown
to the village for her mother. She
Ieft the honse before dark. When it became
Iste mnd she hsd mot returned the family
supposed she was with relatives below the
village.

When the family drove down to Glenshaw
to ehurch next morning they expected to
find her in her uncle’s pew.

But she was not there and the relstives
had not seen her tor several daya Still Mr.
Brown was not worried. He thought his
daughter was visiting other relatives down
the road toward Etna and gave himself no
uneasiness until Sunday night came and she
had vot returned. Early on Mondsy morn-
ing he and his two grown sons started out
to find the girl. They visited all their rela-
tives in Hampton, Richland and West Deer
townships but none of them had seen Ber-
tha for several days.

A Young and Pretty Passenger.

At Wildwood station they heard thata
young lady bad boarded a Pittsburg and
‘Western train going toward Pittsborg on
Saturday eveniag, but from the description
they were at first not satisfied it was Bertha.
After thoroughly searching the neighbor-
hood all day and night Mr, Brown decided
it must bave been his daughter who had
left on the train, but where or why she had
gone was s mystery. She was always an
exceptionally quiet girl, had never a
beau and seemed averse to the attentions of
the farmers’ sons in the neighborhood. She
had been well educated, was allowed allthe
liberty she desired and bad seemed well
satisfied with her home.

The only man the family could think of
who mi.th in sny way be responsible for
the girl’s disappearsnce was C. A. Jackson,
a young fellow who, more than a year ago,
had worked for Mr, Brown on the farm.
Jackson was & mulatto of very light eolor
and had seemed very fond of Bertha She
was only a child at the time, and never
showed any interest in the hired man, but
he was continually showing his regard for
her by litile presents and other kindnesses.
Bertha seemed sorry when Jackson left, but
apparently forgot all about the matter ina
few days

The Police Don't Buspect Jackson.

No correspondence ever passed between
them so far as Mr. Brown or his family
know, but in order to satisfy himself he de-
cided yesterday to find Jackson. Durin
the day he and his sons eame to the city an
bad s consultation with Superintendent
O’'Mara, who has promised to assist 1n
searching for the young girl The superin-
tendent thought there was no ground for
suspiolon nst Jackson, but agreed to

uestion him if be can be found. It is not

nown where Jackson is located, though &
few months ago he was living at McKees-
Kon. Superintendent O'Mara expeots to

ear from him as soon as he be is
wanted.

The thought the missing girl mar have
been waylaid sand perbaps murdered has
been cousidered by ber friends and they
have searched everywhere they thought her
body might be but without result. One
